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COMMENT 


PERATORS will greet with great 
sadness the news that Hills of 
Tredegar is in the hands of 
administrators (page 5). 

That an old-established company such as 
Hills is facing a financial crisis is, perhaps, a 
sign of the times. Thankfully, the directors 
spotted the signs early enough to avoid 
liquidation and all the blood-letting that 
brings. 

Under administration, Hills will continue to 
trade while a buyer is sought. Now, more 
than ever, the firm needs the support of its 
old colleagues if it is to pull through. As 
always, it still needs work and the co- 
operation of the industry. At stake are 60 
full-time jobs for men and women. 

However, it is sad that Hills saw fit to 
make no comment whatever to the press and 
others when some of its vehicles were 
auctioned off by the tax office. It was no big 
secret - an advertisement appeared in this 
magazine - and Hills’ lack of explanation only 
added to the uncertainty. 

Other operators would no doubt 
sympathise with any firm in the clutches of 
the taxman, particularly if made aware of the 
reason. There may be a lesson to be learned 
from Hills’ experience. Or perhaps the whole 
affair was quite innocent. 

There’s a world of difference between 
revealing commercially-sensitive plans and 
answering straightforward questions about 
prickly, public issues. Operators can, however, 
be certain that the public in general, and 
business in particular, gets suspicious if left to 
grope through the fog of half-truths.

Hills of Tredegar 
goes on the market 


HILLS of Tredegar is in the hands of the 
administrators and up for sale as a going 
concern. 

The Welsh coach company, established in the 
1920s, appointed receivers, Touche Ross of 
Cardiff, last Thursday as trading became 
difficult. It had already watched some of its 
vehicles sold at auction by the tax office 
(Coachmart, August 15). 

Hills was plagued with problems after the 
death of Harry Hill, part of the family which 
founded the firm. Now, a source close to the 
company says the workforce may be cut from 80 
to 62 if a quick sale is not achieved, and some 
holidaymakers may lose their money. 

‘The company has a good asset base,’ said a 
spokesman for Touche Ross. ‘We are confident we 
will be able to find a buyer though this may take 


Tourism minister in 
EC bonding rumpus 


TOURISM minister, 
Viscount Ullswater, 
says new EC bonding 
legislation will NOT 
apply to operators of 
domestic tours. 
Holiday watchdog, 
ABTA, described the 
announcement as 
‘alarming,’ and the Bus 
& Coach Council said 
it was at a loss to 
explain the statement: 
‘Tt has been my 
understanding that the 
DTI quite clearly are 
including domestic 
packages,’ said the 
BCC’s Phillip Carlisle. 
Viscount Ullswater 
made his controversial 
remark in a letter to 
Isle of Wight MP, 
Barry Field. In reply to 
a question from 
Shanklin hotelier, 
Norman Birch, 
Viscount Ullswater 
says: ‘I do not think 
that Mr Birch has 
cause for concern since 
the packages he offers 
do not risk the need for 
repatriation, and DTI 
are not proposing 
licensing in such cases, 
because they wish to 
avoid unnecessary 


burdens on the 
industry.’ 

However, the BCC 
said it was ‘slightly 
alarmed’ by the letter: 
‘In my discussions with 
the DTI, I have always 
understood that, if pre- 
payments are involved, 
holidays will be 
covered by the 
legislation,’ said Mr 
Carlisle. 

‘Td be very surprised 
if Viscount Ullswater 
was right. The 
directive makes no 
differentiation as far 
as I am aware.’ 

ABTA was equally 
confused by the 
statement: ‘Any 
consumer should be 
protected the moment 
he or she puts money 
on the table,’ said a 
spokesman. 

‘Only this week we 
have the news that a 
Newcastle coach 
operator has gone bust 
with customers losing 
their money. Therefore 
I rest my case.’

ABTA warns 
EC plans 
may cost 
Britons cash 


HOLIDAY watchdog, 
ABTA, has warned 
that British 
holidaymakers may 
lose millions if 
loopholes in new EC 
bonding proposals 
are not plugged.

licensing proposals, 
leaving customers 
completely 
unprotected. 

ABTA wants the 
legislation to cover 
all package 
organisers. 

‘Unless these 
loopholes are 
plugged, customers 
will lose out,’ said 
ABTA president, 
John Dunscombe. 

‘Standards set by 
ABTA are at risk of 
being diluted if the 
Government’s 
proposed measures 
are not improved.’ | 

ABTA says it is 
alarmed that the 
new measures do 
not oblige operators 
to take out liability 
insurance to cover 
death and personal 
injury to the 
customer. | 

And it has 
slammed the 
decision to make 
travel agents 
criminally liable if 
health or visa 
information given to 
holidaymakers 
proves incorrect. 

‘Travel agents will 
be reluctant to offer 
any advice to 
customers if they 
could be imprisoned 
for doing so,’ said 
Mr Dunscombe. 

He said that even 
doctors were not 
held liable for 
inaccurate health 
advice.

Mercedes spends £160m 
on its 0303 successors 


WEST German giant, 
Mercedes-Benz, has 
ploughed just under 
£160 million and a 
decade of work into the 
development of its 
completely new family 
of coaches to replace 
the popular 0303. 

The new 0404 range 
was unveiled last week 
to the world’s press in 
Czechoslovakia and 
came less than a week 
before British 
manufacturer, Plaxton 
Bus and Coach, was 
due to show off the 
latest addition to its 
range. 

But, unlike the 
Plaxton model, UK 
operators won't have 
an opportunity to buy 
any of the eight new 
touring coaches until 
early 1993. Because of 
the depressed state of 
the British market, 
Mercedes has decided 
that a right-hand drive 
version is at the 
bottom of its list of 
priorities and it is 
concentrating on its 
domestic market and 
the growing demand 
from Eastern Europe. 

Mercedes-Benz, 
which sells around 
1,100 complete coaches 
and 600 chassis a year, 


hopes that it will be 
producing 1,900 of its 
new models within five 
years and with prices 
at between £120,000 
for the most basic to 
£250,000 for a 
luxurious - and yet to 
be unveiled double 
decker - cost would not 
seem to be a deterrent 
to its plans. 

As revealed in the 
August 1 issue of 
Coachmart, the new 
0404 range features air 
operated disc brakes 
all round, 
comprehensive air 
intake and ventilation 
system, newly 
developed passenger 
seats and independent 
wheel suspension. 

The vehicles range 
from luxury to super 
luxury, with electronic

A WINTER OF 
DISCONTENT 


As the days get shorter and the nights get colder, Rod Davey says now is the time to start preparing your fleet 


ANY a coach operator 
has many a Winter’s 
Tale - for strange things 
often happen to public 
service vehicles when 
the thermometer takes a dive. 

Apart from the obvious, such as the 
water coolant or windscreen wash 
freezing solid, low temperatures often 
have a remarkable effect on the 
behaviour of diesel. 

Coach and bus fuel are made from 
different hydro-carbon compounds which 
include paraffinic waxes. In deepest 
winter, these fuels start to cool down and 
a point is reached when some of the 
waxes start to crystallise out of solution 
- blocking filters and other parts of the 
fuel line. 

In fact, in any of the many bottlenecks 
through which any fluids have to pass, 
low temperatures can spell trouble. And 
not only in the fuel line - as frozen 
washer nozzles often mean the dirty 
spray from the truck in front is setting a 
potential death trap, both for your driver 
and your passenger clients. Bad 
visibility and treacherous ice form an 
equation which may add up to a deadly 
sum. 

Dealing with the public can also spell 
trouble in cold weather, especially if your 
vehicle heating is not up to scratch. 

But apart from the possibility of your 
client base voting with their feet and 
booking a competitor when they need a 
coach on some future occasion, there’s 
always the distinct possibility your 
drivers may prefer winter on the dole in 
front of a paraffin heater - rather than 
drive your chilly coaches all day long for 
rates of pay only marginally better. 

Even worse, your best drivers may 
decide to work for a competitor whose 
coaches are better equipped. 

Another facet of winter problems is 
that concerning the environment. If your 
depot is in a built-up area how long do 
you think your neighbours will stand 
choking diesel fumes every early 
morning for the best part of the year? 

In these environmentally conscious 
times, wouldn’t it be better if you 
invested in the retro-fitment of engine 
pre-heaters - and avoid the accusation of 


for those chilly winter months. 


being described as a Neanderthal 
spreader of noxious discontent? 

Apart from possible local authority 
trouble on environmental matters when 
it comes to the location of your operating 
centre, all these problems are yours, and 
yours alone - as no negative 
externalities, such as pollution, are 
involved. 

But just take a step on the road to the 
winter ski runs of Austria and you'll find 
a body of powerful legislation which 
precisely specifies what you should, and 
should not, do. 

For example, the carriage of snow 
chains in the winter resorts of Austria is 
not just a ‘good idea’, but is a legal ‘must’ 
unless your coach is fitted with M&S 
tyres (mud and snow - not ‘Marks & 
Spencer’). 

And if you’ve got the bright idea of 
sallying forth with M&S tyres sans snow 
chains, please make sure beforehand the 
Austrian districts you are passing

Icy views from operators

work, mostly Van Hools on Volvos, 
Scanias and Leyland Tigers.

season in August,’ said J&C 
proprietor, Neville Jones. 

‘Given that temperatures in Austria 
dropped to minus 30 degrees Celsius last 
February, we always use a much 
stronger mixture than recommended to 
make sure that everything is all right.’ 
To stop windscreen wash trouble, J&C 
uses a 50/50 mix of additive. 

Regarding anti-waxing agents, Neville 
takes a novel view: ‘We have no bother 
with fuel whatsoever. We run into 
Austria with the tanks virtually empty 
and fill up there. It’s got the same fuel 
and additives as the locals use - if it’s 
good enough for them, it will do for me.’ 

Other operators are continually asking 
Neville where he gets his snow chains 
from - and I got the distinct impression 
he enjoys telling them that they are not 
available on the open market. 

‘My father used to be a fireman and 
acquired some Fire Brigade/Ministry of 
Defence specification chains. They take 
only five minutes to fit rather than the 
usual half-hour. You don’t have to chock 
the wheels because they have 12 
individual links instead of being a 
continuous chain.’ 

Neville and his drivers throw the 
individual links over the tyres, pull 
through a loop, and the links fasten one 
at a time with the whole assembly 
fastened with a padlock. J&C coaches

M25 in last February’s icy weather with 
these MoD-spec chains fitted. 

‘Twelve foot continuous chains are 
hard to store and go rusty in the 
summer months,’ he added. ‘With this 
system, when our coaches are running 
our own tours in Italy and Spain, we 
store them in the waste oil and pull out 
the individual links as and when we 
need them.’ Whoever makes these 
generally available in the future stands 
to make a tidy profit.’ 

Beestons’ proprietor, Roy Munson, 
believes in belt and braces when it 
comes to grip in icy conditions. Although 
his Universal M&S rear-axle tyres are 


acceptable in the 
Alps, his large fleet 
of coaches also 
carry snow chains. 
‘And each coach is 
fully serviced before | 
each and every 
tour,’ he added. 
Roy also puts his 
mind at rest when 
it comes to anti- 
freeze - by using 
another 50 percent 


carrying it on tour 
a jin case of coolant 
leaks. 
‘In the past we 
put our own 
additives into the 
Ma fuel before going on 
“4ski trips,’ said Roy. 
‘But nowadays the 
tour operator 
specifies the use of fuel which is treated 
by the fuel companies.’ Beestons’ Van 
Hools are fitted with 150 gallon tanks 
and have a range of 1,400 miles - so they 
don’t have to fill up until they arrive in 
Austria. 

Steve Peck, operations manager with 
Cedrics, of Withenhoe, emphasises the 
importance of driver training when it 
comes to winter touring. ‘At the start of 
the winter season we check all the snow 
chains and go through the fitting drill 
with every driver before they go out on 
tour,’ he said. ‘We take over the yard and 
see to it that the drivers can chock the 
wheels and fit them.’ 

Cedrics also services its Webasto pre- 


familiarise themselves on how to use 
them. 

‘If the weather is very severe they are 
instructed to leave them on through the 


New drivers are also sent out with 


| experienced men to gain knowledge of 


negotiating hairpin bends - and on the 
techniques to avoid pushing the engine 
too far on steep Alpine climbs. 

‘We also issue drivers with special 
insurance in case they go in for a bit of 
skiing while they are out there,’ he 
added. 

‘Then, if there’s an accident, we are 
covered to fly out a replacement driver.’ 
Drivers are also issued with overalls, 
thick rubber gloves and are made 


| familiar with the vehicle’s tool kit. 


Steve said that the amount of anti- 
freeze used depended on weather 


| conditions. Fuel additives are used 


before departure and spare additive is 
carried - ‘Comes in handy if the weather 
is really severe,’ said Steve. 

Additives in the windscreen washer 
reservoirs are also boosted in 
preparation for the cold weather. 

Finally, Steve pointed out an 
interesting paradox when it comes to 
using M&S tyres in Austria. ‘We use 
standard Michelin Pilote XZA tyres all 
round and change any cut tyres on 
return. Austrian anti-noise legislation 
puts M&S tyres out of the question 
because they create unacceptable levels 
of road noise. It’s over 2,000 miles of 
motorway there and back, and the bad 
roads are minimal. On top of this, the

problems when it comes to winter 
operation - fuel flow, cold starts, and 
coolant flow. Fuel flow is dealt with by a 
plethora of additives and several filter 
heaters on the market, most of which 
operate automatically. Cold starts are 
provided for with a variety of products, 
some of which squirt ether into the 
starting system. Other devices involve 
monitoring the battery’s charge status. 
Additives are also available for coolants - 
as well as coolant heaters. 

Over and above such products Shell 
Technical Services has some timely 
advice - with its main areas of concern 
being main storage tanks and pipework, 
vehicles and fuel stocks. 

STS suggests that above-ground tanks 
should be lagged if exposed, as well as 
exposed fuel lines and filters. Drain 
cocks should be fitted to enable the 
removal of accumulated water once a 
month. In the case of underground 
tanks, internal pipework and filters 
should be lagged - and check for water at 
the bottom of a tank using a dipstick and 
water-finding paste, which turns from 
pink to green on contact. But if water is 
found, it may involve the services of a 
maintenance contractor to suction clean 
the tank bottom. 

If vehicles are not garaged overnight, 
it is advisable they are parked ina 
sheltered position. Much pain can also 
be prevented if water in the fuel tanks is 
removed before the cold weather starts - 


as ice will block filters as readily as wax, | 


but at a much higher temperature. 
Another tip is to ensure that filters are 
changed at the manufacturer’s 
recommended interval - and before 
winter really starts replace any filters 
that appear very dirty or partially 
blocked. On top of this, it is not a bad

idea to carry spare filters on vehicles 
during the winter, especially if 
| contracting for ski-runs. 
| Also check to see that the water 
| separators are clean and dry, and take a 
regular look at them to see that there is 
no exceptional water build-up. Shell 
highly recommends the fitment of 
heaters to filters and fuel lines. Failing 
this, it suggests that engines should be 
idled in exceptionally cold weather to 
allow the whole fuel system to warm up 
| before the coach is driven away in the 
morning. 
Shell also warns that problems will 
crop up if the engine oil is dirty, 
| contaminated - or of the wrong viscosity. 
Although poor battery condition might 
not be obvious during the summer, 
performance losses will be more 
noticeable as the temperature drops. 
Fuel stocks should be run down before 
the onset of winter. It is also advised 
that if several tanks are used, they 
should be used in rotation rather than 
keeping one as a reserve. 
Another consideration involves

| vehicles on the road cooling by forced 


convection, more usually known as ‘wind | 
chill.’ This causes componentry to cool 


| much faster than if the vehicle was 


stationary - although it does not cause 
lower temperatures, despite actually 
feeling cooler. 

But a similar phenomenon to wind 
chill is an important consideration for 
diesel fuel storage and use - for typically 
the air is warmer during the day than at 
night. 

Although variations in fuel tank 
temperatures are less marked, the 
lowest temperatures should be avoided 
to prevent wax formation in the storage 
tank itself. 

Wind-chill acts quickly on vehicle 
tanks mounted in more exposed 
positions - and accelerates its cooling 
towards the minimum temperatures. It 
should always be remembered that if a 
larger volume of fuel is kept in the tank 
it is less susceptible to wild temperature 
drops. It also helps if refuelling is 
carried out in the morning rather than 


| the night before.

Commissioner warns Eastern 
Counties over service violations 


FAILURE to 
deregister three 
services which it 
was not 
operating has 
led to Eastern 
Counties Omnibus Co Ltd 
being given a severe warning 
by Eastern traffic 
commissioner, Brigadier 
Compton Boyd. 

The commissioner said, at a 
Cambridge public inquiry, 
that he had considered 
banning the company from 
operating some, or any, local 
services and confiscating 20 
percent of the fuel duty 
rebate grant it had received 
over the last quarter. 

At the outset, Brigadier 
Boyd said there was evidence 


| that Eastern Counties had 


failed to operate some 
services at all, and that 
others had not been operated 
in accordance with their 
registered particulars. He 
had first been alerted to the 
situation by Transport 2000, 
and traffic examiners had 
carried out observations on 
three days in July. 

The company’s commercial 
director, Stephen Dawson, 
admitted that though service 
69 to the Felixswote Safeway 
Store had been registered it 
had never operated. 

In the Spring of 1990 the 
Ipswich depot manager, 
Philip Eden, had 
conversations with the 
Safeway management about 
the need for services prior to 
the opening of the store. The 
discussions were inconclusive 
and the store opened without 
any additional services being 
put on. 

Later in the year another 
company began operating a 
service to the store. Mr Eden 
was concerned about the 
impact on Eastern Counties’ 
services and he decided to 
register a service into the 
store. The registration was 
sent off. Mr Eden then 
contacted the store manager 
and asked for permission to 
run into the store grounds. 
The manager was not happy 
about Eastern Counties 
running an additional service 
to the store and Mr Eden was

unable to obtain permission. 
He decided that there was no 
point in operating. Instead of 
the service being immediately 
deregistered, nothing 
happened until May when he 
was reminded by the county 
council that the service was 
not operating and he applied 
to deregister it on June 6. 

As a result, Mr Eden ran a 
check on other registrations. 
He discovered that another 
two services were not being 
operated following the 
termination of county council 
contracts and he applied to 
deregister those as well. 

They were both tendered 
services for which Eastern 
Counties had held the 
contracts since 1986. In 1990, 
following a monitoring 
exercise, the county council 
felt that the amount of traffic 
did not justify continuance of 
the subsidies. Both services 
were one day a week services. 
A copy of the county’s letter 
was sent to the Bury St 
Edmunds depot manager and 
he deleted the journeys from 
the schedule. 

Evidence was given by 
traffic examiners about a 
number of journeys that 
allegedly did not arrive or 
depart at the scheduled times 
in St Andrews Street, Bury St 
Edmunds. 

Mr Dawson said that one 
journey was recorded as 
having carried one passenger. 
The driver thought that it 


was a regular passenger, who 
got off at the top of St 
Andrews Street, which was 
not where the service 
normally stopped. 

He did not condone it, but 
he could understand a driver 
at the last but one stop, with 
no likelihood of picking up 
further passengers, feeling it 
a waste of time and fuel to 
get involved in the congestion 
in St Andrews Street. 

Other journeys referred to 


| carried a large number of 


school children under 
contract to the county council. 
There were also fare paying 
passengers recorded on those 
journeys. There had been no 
complaints at all about the 
journeys not having run. The 
driver had said that on 
occasions they arrived late 
and that he normally 
changed the destination blind 
before he got to St Andrews 
Street. 

Asked whether from time to 
time drivers caused confusion 
by changing destination 
blinds, Mr Dawson said that 


| it was very difficult to say 


exactly when a driver should 
change the blind. 

Eastern Counties 
managing director, Peter 
Brundle, said the company 
currently operated 327 buses 
throughout Norfolk and 
Suffolk. 

In 1990 it ran in excess of 
12 million miles on local 
services and carried some 22 


million passengers. It had in 
excess of 200 registered 
routes. Since July 1991, it 
had made something like 237 
cancellations and changes in 
registrations. The mileage of 
the three services not 
operated was very small 
when compared with the 
total. 

The company prided itself 
on the small amount of 
mileage lost, said Mr 
Brundle. In the week 
commencing July 3, 99.78 
percent of the scheduled 
mileage was operated. 
Something like 75 percent of 
the mileage that was lost was 
due to traffic congestion. 
When he became aware that 
three services had not been 
deregistered due to 
oversights, he was extremely 
angry. He had believed that 
it had got a fail safe system 
in regard to registrations, 
following previous problems. 

Brigadier Boyd commented 
that Eastern Counties had 
been sent a warning letter on 
that occasion. 

Mr Brundle said that part 
of the problem had been 
pressure on the Ipswich depot 
manager. His administrative 
staff has since been added to. 

In addition, the system at 
head office had been radically 
overhauled. All registrations 
and mileages were now on 
the computer master file, 
which gave a monthly 
comparison print out. A two- 
way check was now 
undertaken between 
schedules and registrations. 
The mobile inspection team 
now reported to the 
commercial director, instead 
of the depot managers, so no 
information could be filtered 
out. 

A direction that the 
company repay fuel duty 
rebate grant would be a 
severe blow, said Mr Brundle, 
it having received £280,164 in 
rebate over the last quarter. 
They were talking about 
circumstances that were very 
much the exception. 

Service 69 was never 
advertised and publicity for 
the other two services was 
withdrawn.

DAVID Steele, who trades as 
Creighton’s Coaches, of 
Lockerbie, admitted that his 
vehicles had been operated 
under the authority of his 
father’s licence, when he applied 
for a six-vehicle licence in his own name at a 
Dumfries public inquiry. 

At the same time his father, Frank Steele, 
was seeking to increase the authorisation on 
his licence to 12 vehicles.

Lakeside bridges the 
quality shopping gap 


Tourism editor, Mark Williams, looks at a shopping centre that’s proved a success during its first year and 
which is actively looking to the coach industry to help it enjoy a business boom this Christmas. 


THE OPENING of the 
Dartford Bridge at the end of 
this month opens up 
Thurrock Lakeside shopping 
centre to south London and 
the South East. 

Queues of traffic at the 
tunnel should now be a thing 
of the past, and the easing of 
congestion will make even 
trips from Kent no hassle. 

Coincidentally, the bridge 
opening is also Lakeside’s 
first anniversary... after a 
year in which shoppers have 
seemed intent on ignoring the 
recession. Lakeside is still 
growing, and the visitor 
figures make interesting 
reading. 

Since Christmas of last 
year, it has added a further 
40 shops, including a Disney 
Shop. Two new restaurants 
are about to open and weekly 
visits are averaging 250,000 - 
a figure which Lakeside 
predicts will be 500,000 by 
the New Year.
